Amon Hale wns born June 16, 
1759 in North Carolina and moved with his parents, when an infant to Baltimore 
County Maryland; the names of his parents are not showne While a resident of 
Beltimore County Maryland he enlisted in August, served cs a privato in Captain 
Joshua Stephenson's Maryland Company, and continued for one year, engaged in 
guarding the magazine at Baltimore. No specific dates of this service were 
stated. He was allowed pension on his application executed April 17, 1833, at 
which timo he resided in Washington County, Tennessee. 

The soldier died Decmober h, 1843. Amon Hale married September 301785 Mary, 
whose maiden name is not shown. Soldior's widow, Mary applied for pension Dec. 
8, 1843 at which time sho was aged seventy-nine years; the date and place of her 
birth are not shown. Mary Hale was then a resident of Washington County, Tennessee 
The claim was allowed. After the death of her husband, Mary Hale lived in the 
house of her son, Robert G. Hale, She died there January 29, 1849 in Jonesboro, 
Tennessee.
